The new problem came to light ns a 


result of King George's delay in sub- 
mitting a civil list, which fixes incomes

family's

throughout the reign of a monarch. 
In view of the former king's surrender 
of most of his official income, the 
plan adopted by the government was 
to have his allowance included with 
the allotments for tlie king and tlie 
other members of the house of Wind- 
sor. 
An annual allowance of £25,000 


($125,000) was believed sought for Ed- 
ward. 


Liberals, however, said they would 


oppose the plan und Laborltc lenders 
predicted there would be trouble. 
Even some Conservatives said they 
would not consent. 


One solution, it appeared, would be 


to give Kins George a much larger al- 
lowance than had been planned, to 
permit him to provide his brother with 
a sum from the king's funds, but some 
cabinet members opposed such action. 


As king, Edward received a fixed 


salary of $2,050,000. His brother's in- 
come, now that he has come to the 
throne, may be made even larger, be- 
cause he has a wife and two daughters, 
while Edward was a batchelor. 


When Edward abdicated he last his 


salary and his income from the duchy 
of Lancaster, about $215,000 a year. He 
also had an income of about $350,000 
annually from the duchy of Cornwall, 
vhich he was believed to have turned 
over to George. 


Without any money coming to him 


from hi.s relatives or the British gov- 
ernment, however, the Duke of Wind- 
sor Ls said to still have some $5,000,000 
left him by Queen Alexandra, his 
grandmother, the wife of King Ed- 
ward VII.

Reorganization Measure

Federal Judiciary 


WASHINGTON — (JP) — President 


Roosevelt hi a surprise message to con- 
gress Friday recommended a sweeping 
reorganization of the federal court 
machinery, including an increase in 
the judgships of the supreme and low- 
er courts and a method for speeding 
high court decisions on constitutional 
questions. 


In a tentative draft of the bill ac- 


companying his message the president 
would be given power to increase the 
supreme court by a maximum of six 
justices, to a total of IS, and the lower 
courts by two members each unless 
judges over the age of 70 are retired. 


"These proposals do not raise any 


issue of constitutional law," the pres- 
ident said.

Lyman Armstrong, Scott 


Manager, Tells Rise of 


Woolworth, Others 


The five-'n-tcn or racket store is 


an example of how little things lead to 
some very big ones, Lyman Armstrong 
manager of Scotts,' told Hope Rotary 
club Friday noon. 


Although the average racket store 


will stock 5,000 different items selling 
for less than 50 cents, the "five-'n-ten" 
has developed into one of the giants of 
the merchandising business—and in 
Chicago there is one store manager 
whose annual pay is greater than the 
president of the United States, Mr. 
Armstrong said. 


The manager of Woolworth's State 


street store in Chicago the speaker 
said, gets a salary of ?25,000, and a 
bonus sometimes as large as ?85,000 a 
year. And that manager is so im- 
portant that once, when the company 
laid him off, business declined to such 
an extent that he was promptly re- 
turned to his old job. 


The five-'n-ten business was started 


in the United States by F. W. Wool* 
worth in 1880, Mr. Armstrong -said 
Woolworth's original capital was on- 
ly $420—and his first day's sales were 
$120, more than a quarter of his en- 
tire stock. Today, Woolworth has 2,600 
stores. 


Mr. Armstrong's own concern, Scott 


Stores, was founded in Hope, in the 
present Briant's drugstore location, 
by Benny Freeman. Mr. Freeman had 
nine .stores in Arkansas, Mr. Arm- 
strong said, when he sold out to But- 
ler Brothers of Chicago, with which 
concern Mr. Freeman now holds a 
vice-presidency. Scott today has 136 
stores.

Oppose Race Kcpealer 


LITTLE ROCK—"Do not pass" will 


be the recommendation of the House 
Banks and Banking Committee to the 
House on a bill by Butt of Carroll 
which would repeal an act of the 1935 
legislature legalizing betting on horse 
races. The bill was considered in an 
open hearing Thursday night. Com- 
mittee members said a minority re- 
port would be filed. The vote, in ex- 
ecutive session, was 7 to 3.

Butt spoke for passage. Campbell and 
Maner, Garland county representa- 
tives, spoke against passage. 


Dr. Millar said that he was a "friend

Gambling Element 


"I like horse races," he said. "I wish 


it were possible for us to have good, 
clean horse races. But I do not like to 
see the horses run as an instrument of 
the bettors. 


"1 know that we cannot stop gam- 


bling. People will bet. I imagine that 
people have bet on the length of time 
that I would preach. But we have no 
right to legalize that which is repul- 
sive to a large portion of our people. 


Tlie excuse we have for horse races 


is that we must have tlie revenue. The 
costs of vice, however, are far more 
than the revenue derived. We need 
the revenue, you say. But now that we 
have the sales tax ther,e is no need 
for tlie revenue from race horse bet- 
ting. We will gain more from in- 
creased sales tax revenue than we will 
lose by abolishing race gambling." 


Dr. Millar praised the legislature 


during his speech and .said that he did 
not know of an Arkansas legislature 
that "has done so much in so short a, 
while." 


Representatives Campbell and Man- 


er spoke 
briefly 
against passage.

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Quarantine, Isolation Help Prevent 


Spread of Disease

In the Middle Ages, people who ar- 


rived on ships from other ports were 
prevented from entering Italian cities 
until aperiod o£ 40 days had passed, 
whenever there was a case of plague, or 
infection aboard the shpi. 


The word "quarantine" comes from 


- an'Italian word meaning 49. 


It has come, to mean the detention ol 


well people, who have been exposed to 


. infection, long enough to make certain 


that they- are not infected. 


The term "isolation" issused in con- 


nection with sick persons or disease 
carriers who are kept alone or isolated 
until well and free from germs. 


Besides isolating the person himseh, 


however, it may be necessary fre- 
quently to practice what is .called san- 
itary isolation, involving control of in- 
sects or other factors involved in 
spreading .disease. 


For each of the infectious diseases 


there is a period of quarantine, defi- 
nitely related to the so-called incuba.- 
tion period of the disease. Every state 
has special rules covering various in- 
fectious diseases. In infantile paralyr 
sis, for example, the period of isolation 
lasts at least two weeks/ Children who 
have, been in contact with the patient 


, also are kept, away from, other chil-

Woman's Adventures In African Jungle 


"Restless Jungle" (McBride: $3), is 


another book on Africa by another 
woman. It is exactly what the title 
implies: a story of koodoos, impallas, 
wildebeests, baboons, lions, and the 
natives of Swaziland and Zuzuland. 


Its author, Mrs. Mary L. Jobe Ake- 


ley, wife of the late Carl Akeley, nat- 
uralist and explorer, was sent through 
the jungle for the American Museum 
of Natural History. 


The book is illustrated generously 


with beautiful photographs taken by 
Mrs. 
Akeley. 


She writes in a clear, straightfor- 


ward manner of her own exciling ad- 
ventures and of the amazing experi- 
ences of the jungle rangers. There is 
a vivid description of the attack of a 
black mamba, a deadly snake that 
travels as fast as a horse can gallop, 
which "stood on its tail," rising four 
feet from the ground. And there is u 
thrilling account of a hunter, who was 
thrown from his horse when a lion at- 
tacked him and who fell right in the 
path of another lion. Dragged under 
the belly of the great beast, he man- 
aged to reach his knife and stabbed 
the lion with a most remarkable back- 
handed blow.

Food Preservation 


Food Preservation Loaders of the 
omo Demonstration clubs met in a 


trainers meeting on Thursday, Feb- 
ruary 4th. Miss Molva Bullington, 
county home demonstration agent con- 
ducted the school in the absence of 
Mrs. Ruby Mondcnhall Smith, ex- 
tension economist in food preserva- 
tion. 


Miss Mullington stated that the lead- 


ers in food preservation were the 
specialist in their community. 
The 


leaders were given instructions in 
canning meat, the making of mar- 
malades, conserves, jams, butters, and 
pastes, 
instructions in 
canning of 


fruits and vegetables and other foods. 
Special emphasis was put on the can- 
ning budget for one person which can 
be multiplied by the number in the 
family to Ret the family budget. 


Miss Bullington staled that fresh 


vegetables such as turnip greens, 
mustard, spinach, and kale, should bo 
served three times a week to supple- 
ment the canned products. If such 
fresh 
vegetables are not available 


during the winter, add fifteen quarts 
of canned loiify vegetables per per- 
son to the canned supply. For each 
person in a family over six years of 
age there should be canned 65 quarts 
of a variety of fruits. 57 quarts of veg- 
etablcs. and 15 quarts of meats. Also 
to dry one pound of fresh vegetables 
and 
J> pounds of fruits for each per- 


son. The goal for the county is to 


we are thrust suddenly into tlie mys- 
tery of siii and suffering, and the 
deeper mystery of the reason why 
men so insistently associate suffer- 
ing with sin. 


The disciples were troubled by this 


man's blidncss, and they asked the 
strange question, "Who sinned, this 
man or his parents, that he should be 
born blind?" It was indeed a strange 
question, but Jesus answered it very 
.iliiinly. Neither the man nor his par- 
ents had sinned. He was blind so that 
lie works of God should be made man- 
ifest in him. 


Frankly, we do not know just what 


:hat means. Perhaps Jesus was say- 
.ng in effect that we do not under- 
stand all the ways of God, but that 
Blindness, as our sight, is all a part 
of the outworking of the laws that 
.ovcrn human life. 
As a mutter of fact, we do know 


.oclay that many people are doomed to 
Blindness by the sin or error of their 
parents. H i.s a sad physical fact tif 
iiiman life associated with diseases 
that medical science i.s slowly seek- 
nj.; 
to eradicate. 
But 
to associate 


suffering with sin is to miss the nature 
of cause and effect. 


All of .'.in somewhere involves Mif- 


ferinj;. but all suffering is not due 
to sin. Were this so, saints who have 
suffered for the sins of others would 
ic thi- greatest sinners in the world. 


Declaring his purpose to give light, 


fcsus gave .sight to the blind man, 
who went to wash in the pool «f 
Siloam, and eame away with his sight, 
restored. 


The upshit of the .story i.s even more 


interesting, and in a sense almost more 
miraculous than the miracle. 
Were 


those who saw this man restored to 
siyht joyful because a human being 
had been helped? Not all of them. 


It happened that it was on the Sab- 


bath day that Jesus had performed 
this miracle. In the mind of Jesus, 
free from all restrictions of artificial- 
ity, tradition, and superstition, there 
was nothing more worthy or right than 
doing of good works on the Sabbath 
day. 


But the enemies of Jesus did not .see 


it in that light. Those for whom re- 
ligion was interpreted in terms of 
narrow and artificial distinctions that 
had little to do with true morality or 
greatness sought to confuse the 
who had been blind, assuring m'm 
that it was a tinner who had performed 
the miracle of sight-giving. 


But tile blind man was not lo be con- 


fused, lie declared quite emphatically 
that the man who had opened his eyes 
was a prophet. Bigotry and prejudice 
are not easily discouraged. The en- 
emies of Jesus then tried to suggest 
that the man had not really been blind 
at all and subpccted the man's par- 
ents to questionings and tluvat.s. 


But the man himself could not be 


intimidated or silenced. 
Hi.-- blind- 


ness had been his own. his new vision 
was hi:; own. And he dccl.ircd with

The second contest will be a pantry 
store exhibit consisting of food for a 
family of five which is a club proj- 
ect. Food preservation reports arc due 
in the Home Demonstration Agent's

Utility Policy Is 


Co-operative One 


G o v e r n m e n t Power to 


Work With Some Pri- 


vate Firms

WASHINGTON - Those adminis- j 


tration 
underlings who think the 


proper position for a utility magnate 
is on his knees have been given a 
post-election jolt by the President. 
They had already had one jolt before 
the election. 


In September he colled a conference 


j of power officials and later announced 


at a prc-ss conference that .he thought 
some sort of grid system could be 
worked out in the Tennessee Valley 
nroa under which private power and 
TVA power could be harnessed togcth- 


I or. Low-cost power would be the 


'. ultimate objective, but private invest- 


ment would not be crushed by gov- 
ernment competition. 


After the election the more militant 


crowd predicted ;\ reversal of trend'. 
They expected TVA to follow liberal 
David Lilierithal, a director, in an in- 
vasion of southern cities with cheap 
government power in competition with 
private companies already operating. 


Opposition to that came from Arthur 


E. Morgan, TVA chairman, who issued 
a statement urging renewed efforts at 
cooperation with private industry. 


The Showdown 


Ii seemed to call for a showdown by 


President Roosevelt as to what course 
h<; would take. Some of the aggressive 


government-ownership advocates, who 
thought Morgan's statement was his 
swan song, were left blinking when 
the President did not call at once for 
vigorous TVA expansion. 


He appointed u committee headed by 


Secretary OckeH and told them to re- 
port within two weeks with a suggest- 
ed power policy to apply to all gov- 
ernment projects.
